S.MALL TOWN AIRPORTS 
. . . are b*>oming with local and municipal 
business almost everywhere except Hondo. 
It's been a mystery to me how towns so much 
smaller than Hondo and with less facilities can 
generate so much interest in local aviation, and 
yet we can’t. Or at least we haven’t been able to 
so far, 
VV’hat brought this to mind is the Texas 
.Airport .System Plan which is being sponsored 
bs the Texas Aerontjutics (.'ommission and the 
Division of Planning C*)ordination of the Office 
of the Ciovernor. 
'The Airport System Plan will identify present 
and future airjMirt needs on a statewide basis. It 
will project aviation activity and airport needs 
for each of the 2.T4 counties in Texas, organized 
into the State’s 21 separate Planning Regions. 
I'he plan envisions some thorough study into 
aviation potential in all counties. I would hope 
that when the plan is published M**dina County 
will compare fav*»rahly with other *'ounties in
